Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1970. 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  of  the  district 
for  mid  1970  was  3,620,  a decrease  of  60  on  last  year’s  figures. 

The  figures  for  the  number  of  births  during  the  year  is  91  that 
is  45  males  and  46  females.  This  represents  an  increase  of  5 on  the  previous 
year’s  figures  when  86  births  (46  males  and  40  females)  were  registered. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  was  95  (52  males  and  43  females), 
and  this  figure  shows  an  increase  of  5 on  that  for  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  from  cancer  of  all  sites  numbered  14  representing  14.7!?° 
of  all  deaths,  and  deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  was  classed 
as  being  responsible  for  6 deaths. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  of  18.0  per  thousand  live  births  for  the 
country  was  the  same  low  rate  as  in  1969.  This  trend  was  reflected  in  this 
area  with  a rate  of  22  per  thousand  live  births . 


A total  of  11  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  recorded 
during  the  year,  made  up  as  follows:  9 Measles,  1 Whooping  Cough  and  1 Tuberculosis 
Other. 

During  the  year  the  only  important  piece  of  Public  Health  legislation 
for  Disxrict  Councils  was  the  Agricultural  Act,  1970,  which  came  into  force  in 
May.  It  imposes  heavy  fines  on  any  person  summarily  convicted  of  selling,  other 
than  for  slaughter,  any  cattle  known  to  be  suffering  from  Brucella  Abortus.  In 
addition  to  this,  the  Government  has  now  produced  an  incentive  scheme  where  farmers 
with  registered  Brucella-free  herds  get  bonus  payments  on  milk  or  beef. 

Also,  designated  areas  are  being  created  up  and  down  the  country  where 
all  herds  must  become  Brucella-free.  Derbyshire  is  not  included  in  this  scheme 
as  yet. 
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T have  once  aga.in  to  place  on  record  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Co mmittee,  to  Dr.  A.H.  Snaith,  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  to  the  G-eneral  Practitioners,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  and 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  and  other. Chief  Officers,  for  their  support  and 
assistance,  and  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  untiring  efforts 
during  the  year.

B.  C.  G-o  VACCINATION 

The  two  schemes  in  operation,  that  is  the  scheme  administered  by 
the  Chest  Physicians  on  the  one  hand  and  the  County  Council  on  the  other, 
continued  to  operate  throughout  the  year.  The  Scheme  administered  by  the 
Chest  Physicians  is  limited  to  children  who  have  been  in  contact  with  cases 
of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  and  the  County  Council  Scheme  is  for  school 
children  of  the  age  of  13  years  and  upwards . 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  DIRiTHERIA  PiLJNISATION 

No-  cases. if  diphtheria  have  been  notified  in  the  district  during 
the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  A.H.  Saaith,  County  Medical  Officer,  who 
has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  diphtheria  immunisations 
carried  out  during  the  year  in  this  district. 

Record  cards  received  of  children  iimriuhised  .during  thenyear  are 
as  follows'  : 

Primary  Immunisations  - 119 

Booster  Injections  - 90 

This  gives  an  increase  of  82  primary  immunisations  and  am  increase 
of  1 6 booster  injections  as  compared  with  last  year's  figures. 

POLIOMYELITIS  AND  POLIOMYELITIS  VACCINATION 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  once  again  to  report  that  no  confirmed 
cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year,  but  freedom 
from  infection  can  only  be  maintained  if  parents  continued  to  bring  their 
children  for  vaccination. 


RUBELLA  VACCINATION 

Vaccination  against  rubella  came  into  operation  last  year  and  was 
offered  to  all  girls  between  their  11th  and  14th  birthdays,  but  that  initially 
priority  should  be  given  to  older  girls,  i.e.  those  in  their  14th  year.  The 
purpose  of  this  recommendation  is  to  ensure  that  as  many  girls  as  possible 
are  offered  protection  against  rubella  by  vaccination  before  reaxHcing  child- 
bearing age,  because  of  the  known  association  of  certain  foetal  abnormalities 
with  G-erman  Measles  infection  in  pregnancy. 

BPUNISATION  AGAINST  WHOOPING  COUGH  AND  TETANUS 

Arrangements  for  immunisation  against  these  two  complaints  is  available 
throughthe  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  the  same  arrangements  remained  in  force 
throughout  the  year.  Injections  are  given  at  the  County  Council  Clinic,  or  by  the 
General  Practitioners  and  booster  doses  are  given  after  the  recommended  interval 
ha  s elapsed. 

Although  no  longer  a major  problem  in  England  and  Wales  tetanus  continues 
to  take  a regular  toll  of  human  lives.  This  is  all  the  more  disappointing  as 
there  is  good  evidence  that  active  immunisation  provides  a high  degree  of 
protection.  Immunisation  at  the  time  of  injury  in  previously  unimmunised  persons 
is  less  reliable,  and  once  the  disease  has  taken  hold  the  best  available  treatment 
is  uncertain. 

In  1964  preventative  measures  against  tetanus  were  reviewed  by  an 
advisory  group  who  concluded  that,  as  active  immunisation  is  the  only  measure  which 
affords  reliable  protection,  universal  active  immunisation  should  be  the  ultima.te 
goal  and  reasonable  steps  should  be  taken  to  a.chieve  routine  immunisation  (Ministry 
of  Health,  1964).  This  advice  was  repealed  in  letters  from  the  Chief  Medical 
Officer  to  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and  Practitioners  in  September  1965  (Ministry 
of  Health,  19^5,  a:  and  b),  and  also  appears  in  Memorandum  Immunisation  against 
Infectious  Disease  (Central  Health  Services  Council  1968). 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  194-8  - SECTION  47 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (AMENDMENT)  ACT,  19,51 


These  two  Acts  give  authority  to  secure  necessary  care  and  attention 
for  persons  who: 

(a)  are  suffering  from  grave  chronic  diseases,  or  being  aged  and 
infirm  or  physically  incapacitated  are  living  in  insanitary 
c ondi ti ons , and 

00  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not  receiving  from 
other  persons  proper  care  and  attention. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  formal  action  under  these 
Acts  during  the  year.

THE  NECK  ~0F  THE  WOMB 


Derbyshire  County  Council  accepts  the  value  of  exfoliative  cytology  in 
the  early  diagnosis  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  of  the  uterus,  and  since  the  29th 
June,  1964,  the  County  Health  Committee  has  agreed  to  some  of  their  medical  staff 
collecting  smears  for  cytological  examination  at  certain  County  Council  Clinics, 
and  these  facilities  are  now  available  at  :

AMBULANCE  SERVICE 


The  responsibility  for  the  provision  for  Ambulance  Service  under 
Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946,  rests  with  the  Derbyshire 
County  Council,  as  the  Local  Authority. 


The  Ambulance  Station  at  Ashbourne  is  situated  in  Park  Avenue,  near 
the  Fire  Station  and  is  manned  from  8,00  a,m.  to  midnight.  Whilst  the  peridd 
midnight  to  8.00  a.m.  is  covered  by  personnel  on  stand-by  duty,  additional 
cover  is  afforded  by  the  main  station  at  Mickle over  which  is  manned  throughout 
the  24  hours.  The  establishment  of  the  Ashbourne  Ambulance  Station  is  ■ 

1 Superintendent,  1 Senior  Driver,  and  8 Driver/Attendants .

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Cases  of  Tuberculosis  requiring  admission  to  hospital  are  referred 
to  the  Chest  Physician,  Chest  Centre,  G-reen  Lane,  Derby.  (Telephone 
Derby  47866),  and  maybe  admitted  to  the  Derwent  Hospital,  Draycott  Hospital 
or  to  Walton  Hospital,  Chesterfield. 

All  admissions  and  discharges  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,:  including 
Tuberculosis,  are  notified  to  the  District  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

All  Bacteriological  Examinational  in  connection  with  milk,  water, 
food  supplies  and  infectious  disease  are  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  (Medical  Research  Council),  121a  Osmaston  Road,  Derby,  (Telephone 
Derby  if 7141  Ext. 332). 

Specimens  taken  by  Medical  Practitioners  are  forwarded  direct  to  the 
Laboratory  and  the  results  are  not  communicated  to  this  department  except  when 
a positive  result  leads  to  notifications  under  the  Infectious  Diseases  Regulations,

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1970. 

The  effect  of  the  Housing  Act,  1969*  began  to  be  felt  during  the 
year.  Raising  Improvement  Grants  together  with  the  ’fair  rent’  provisisons 
led  to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  grant  applications  received  from  both 
landlords  and  owner  occupiers.  Full  details  of  the  number  of  grants  approved 
are  given  later  in  the  report. 

Late  in  December  work  was  started  on  the  improvement  and  modernisation 
of  158  Council  houses  on  the  Clifton  Road  Estate.  On  top  of  improving  the 
stock  of  Council  owned  properties  this  scheme  will,  I feel,  act  as  a good 
piece  of  publicity  to  show  property  owners  just  what  can  be  done  to  the  older 
type  of  property  with  the  help  of  Improvement  Grants. 

In  April  1970,  a plastic  sack  refuse  collection  was  introduced  over 
the  whole  district  following  a successful  trial  on  a large  Council  estate. 

With  the  co-operation  of  householders  this  system  is  now  operating  efficiently 
with  the  added  advantage  of  being  clean  and  dust  free. 

During  the  year  the  Flood  Alleviation  Scheme  designed  and  constructed 
for  the  Trent  River  Authority  was  completed.  This  should  remove  one  of  the 
more  serious  problems  which  has  faced  the  residents  of  low  lying  ground  in  the 
district  in  the  last  few  years. 

One  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  closed  down  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  leaving  one  small  private  slaughterhouse  still  in  operation.  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  with  the  help  of  a local  veterinaiy  surgeon  who  fills 
the  breach  during  holidays  etc.,  lOQffo  inspection  of  carcases  was  again  achieved, 
and  that  no  evidence  of  tuberculosis  or  cysticcrcosis  bovis  was  found. 

The  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  have  completed  their  work  on  the 
proposals  to  carry  out  alterations  and  improvements  to  the  sewage  disposal 
works  and  the  laying  of  a length  of  trunk  sewer.  Contractors  should,  all  being 
well,  commence  the  work  during  the  coming  year.  On  completion  of  this  work 
the  district  will  have  a sewer  system  and  sewage  disposal  works  which  are 
efficient  and  capable  of  accommodating  the  anticipated  increase  in  population 
over  the  next  few  years. 

I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  support  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  for  their  help  and 
co-operation  during  the  year,  and  to  my  predecessor  Mr.  E.J.  Leyland.

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board  provide  the  water  supply  for 
the  town,  and  I am  indebted  to  Mr.  I. G. Edwards,  Engineer  and  General 
Manager,  South  Derbyshire  Water  Board,  for  his  observations  which  are 
given  below  : 

(a)  The  water  supply  to  the  area  has  been  adequate  in  quantity  and 
generally  satisfactory  in  quality. 

(b)  Regular  examination  is  made  of  both  raw  and  treated  water.  A 
totcal  of  50  bacteriological,  2 chemical  and  47  partial  chemical 
samples  were  taken  during  the  year,  both  at  the  works  and  from 
■various  points  in  the  Urban  District.  Of  the  S0  bacteriological 
samples  taken,  one  indicated  the  presence  of  coliforms.  .Further 
checks  indicated  colif orm-free  waters. 

The  supply  to  the  area  is  derived  from  three  sources: - 

Fluorides 

Rodsley  Borehole  0.15  p.p„n.  . 

Derby  Road  Well  0.30  p.p.m. 

Ladyhole  Borehole  0.04  p.p.m.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


Sewage  from  the  district  is  treated  at  the  Councils  Disposal  Works, 
Mayfield  Road.  The  works  is  at  the  moment  producing  an  effluent  which  is 
variable  in  that  one  or  two  samples  taken  by  the  Trent  River  Authority  have 
not  been  quite  up  to  standard.  However,  as  mentioned  in  the  preamble,  the 
works  are  due  to  be  attended  and  modernised  in  the  near  future  and  should, 
after  this,  be  capable  of  producing  an  effluent  to  meet  or  better  the  River 
Authority’s  requirements. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION 

The  whole  of  the  district  received  a weekly  collection  from  the 
Council’s  direct  labour  force.  One  vehicle  a driver  and  two  loaders  are 
employed  on  this  service.  It  can  be  seen  that,  with  only  one  vehicle,  there 
are  the  odd  times  that  the  collection  can  be  interrupted  for  mechanical  reasons. 
I am  pleased  to  report  that  even  on  these  occasions  the  weekly  collection  was 
maintained.  This  is  due  in  no  small  way  to  the  efforts  of  the  General  Foreman 
and  his  staff  and  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  bringing  this  to 
your  notice, 

Disposal  is  effected  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Ashbourne  Rural 
District  Council’s  tip  at  Clifton,  this  Council  making  a contribution  towards 
the  running  and  capital  costs  incurred  in  the  upkeep  of  the  to.p.  A Joint  Refuse 
Disposal  Committee  consisting  of  representatives  from  each  authority,  ijieet  from 
time  to  time  as  necessary. 
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In  addition  a weekly  collection  of  salvage  is  made  from  business 
premises,  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  this  together  with  scrap  metal  etc., 
realised  a total  of  £770*00 

The  nett  cost  of  refuse  and  salvage  collection  for  the  year 
ended  31st  March,  1971,  was  £7,113  which  is  equivalent  to  approximately 
5 ponce  por  house  per  week.
